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‘at the Gilmore Circus’

There was a circus in Salt Lake City Thursday morning 
and Gary Gilmore was in the center ring. 

It started about eight in the morning when the first 
photographers trickled in and began the wait at the 
University of Utah Medical Center. The trickle turned 
into a torrent about an hour later as the word spread: 
convicted murderer Gary Gilmore had recovered from 
his attempted suicide well enough to be transferred back 
to the Utah State Prison. 

The ranks of the crowd grew until it numbered well 
over 100 people, most of them with cameras or note 
pads. Z 

“What’s takin’ so long?’ one newsman with a portable 
camera on his shoulder said. “This thing weighs a ton.” 

“Maybe he had a relapse,” someone else suggested. 

“He probably will when he sees this crowd,” another 
answered. 

The chatter continued, some insightful, some 
humorous, some in poor taste. A light over the elevator 
door came on, and suddenly there was a rush of 
movement and jockeying for position around the door 
where Gilmore would come from. : 

A custodian came out, turned and saw 75 or so 
cameras pointed at him, and, obviously spooked, 
‘retreated across the small hallway away from the eyes of 
the storm. 


Grand entrance 


More minutes passed ... then the rumor. . . “He’s on 
the elevator ...” and then the door opening, and in the 
middle of the crowd of officers, the face that has been 
seen so often lately, perhaps too often, the face of Gary 
Gilmore. He looked tired, and pale and frankly, just 
didn’t seem to care about anything. He was unkempt, 
and looked out of place with hospital clothing on and 
handcuffs too. 

The body of the media moved as if it were one. There 
was a surging towards the wheelchair, and the sound of 
cameras clicking and the sound of unanswered questions 
being peppered at him. He was in the back seat next, the 
car was moving away from the crowd, and in a space of 
under a minute, all the furious activity was over, as the 
convoy of four police cars drove down the hillside.

But the press didn’ 
prison, there was a shuffling of cars as the media tried to 
shoot more pictures of Gilmore. In one car, the 
passenger leaned over and took the wheel, while the 
driver leaned out and snapped pictures. Film footage was 
being shot from a KSL van as the cars whizzed down the 
road at 70 m.p.h. 

In a short time, everyone was at the prison. Gilmore 
was whisked inside, surrounded by several husky guards. 
For the moment, the time of turbulence was over for 
Gilmore. 

Back in the prison parking lot, a newsman slumped 
against his car. “It’s asinine, simply asinine,” he said. 

“JT know,” said a second. “We shouldn’t even be here.

The press corps stalking Gary Gilmore . . . finding folklore on Death Row. 


The press’ overdose of glamour:

When Universe photo editor Randy Taylor came into 
the office a few weeks ago and mentioned he had taken 
some photos of Gary Gilmore’s attorneys for the 
Associated Press, we were only mildly interested. At that 


“time, the convicted murderer was only a hazy printed 


name scattered among the dozens of news events we 
read daily. 

But as we discussed Gilmore’s story, the realization 
came that his impending execution, the first in the 
country in nine years, would be a major news event. 
“This sounds like a great story!” we exclaimed. 

From there it was only a short jump to plans for a 
major, in-depth story for Monday Magazine on “the 
Gilmore case.”’ Thus began a grueling, two-week period 
of journalistic research, during which a small, 
tightly-knit team of Universe staffers worked long hours 
between classes and routine obligations to put the pieces 
together. = 

The one article gradually grew into a long series as 
information poured in and as new developments broke 
in the case daily. 

Meanwhile, it grew in importance on the national 
scene. Reporters from all over the world flocked to 
Provo, digging into every nook and cranny for exclusive 
information and pictures. From straight news accounts 
of the planned execution and its implications for capital 
punishment, the Gilmore case gradually took on a 


different aura. It was an aura that, as we stood in a- 


pushing, surging crowd of reporters and photographers 
at the Utah Supreme Court hearing, we began to feel a 
little ashamed of. 

The news media started to branch out into “sidebars” 
on Gilmore’s history, his family, his friends, his personal 
habits, his girlfriend. Then the sidebars became the main 
stories as Gilmore chose a flamboyant, colorful, 
free-lance writer as his attorney. The convicted killer 
then decided he wanted to get married in prison, 


storybook, lover’s pact with his girlfriend. 

Suddenly, Gilmore and 20-year-old Nicole Barrett 
became ‘‘folk-heroes.” Gilmore was portrayed as the 
sensitive poet-artist who wrote passionate love letters to 
the enthralled Nicole (it was fortunate Mrs. Barrett had 
such a glamorous first name). Thus, “Nicole and Gary” 
emerged in the headlines as the most famous crime 
couple since “Bonnie and Clyde.” One prominent Utah 
broadcast station even referred to the suicidal pair as 
“Romeo and Juliet.”

But for the most part, these student delegates had not 
sought to represent their school with this primary goal in 
mind. While the UIA does make an input and is a viable 
body, most delegates said they wanted to learn about 
the legislature and this was a good way to do it. 

“Some day I want to be a legislator,” Chris Burdick, a 
BYU rep, said while eating a sandwich. Eleven of us 
from BYU had gone to a restaurant around the corner 
from the Hotel Utah where we were staying. “Three 
years ago when I got the UIA I was power hungry,” said 
the BYU house leader, Becky Jenkins. “Things have 
gotten better,” she added. 

Another rep said she also wanted to be a 
congressperson someday. “I’ve lived it and seen it here,” 
Rebby Messerly added. The females were doing the 
talking and they wanted to air their thoughts on why 
women could be legislators and not just housewives. 

The only plans some BYU girls have is what their first 
four kids will be named, one of them said. The guys kept 
pretty quiet (except me, I was spurring them on) while 
the girls told how their political ambitions scare the men 
off.

These tales are 
representative of entire 
religious groups, Dr. 
Wilson explained in a 
lecture entitled, “Saints 
and Sinners’ sponsored by 
the Harold B. Lee Library 
ands fehee. Eng la sh 
Department. Although 
they may originate as 
personal experiences 
concerning specific 
individuals, the tales 
become adopted by an 
entire group and soon 
represents them and not 
the individual. 

As the different stories 


_ and experiences are being 


passed around and shared, 
they tend to change and 
vary to suit the intended 
purpose of the story and 
the point that is to be 
stressed. =. 


Missionary tales 


One. student who had 
been home from his 
Canadian mission for three 
years was collecting 
different stories from that 
mission. He and his 
companion were 
personally involved in a 
particular story which he 


felt he had recorded _ 


accurately in his journal. 
Although the two 
missionaries had only told 
a few people of the 
experience, he managed to 
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collect ‘“‘seven or eight” 
different versions of this 
same experience. 

Dr. Wilson pointed out 
that the other elders had 
used this experience to 
emphasize different points 
and therefore the story 
ehaneed 108 wit tine 
individual circumstances.

Many Mormon folktales 
cluster around elders and 
their experiences.

From this story a great 
collection of ‘‘Three 


Nephite”’ stories emerges. 
In the last twelve years,

student legislation

Even though BYU and 
Westminster College of 
Salt Lake City are the only 
private universities 
participating in the Utah 
Intercollegiate Assembly, 
support for their proposed 
legislation is high. 

That was the opinion of 
UIA Governor Steve 
Madsen, a BYU student, as 
he spoke over the phone in 
between sessions of the 
student lawmaking 
assembly. 

Even though the other 
schools are public, Madsen 
says, their actions at the 
student state legislature 
have an effect on the Y. 
‘“*We. work with and 
support other Utah 
schools, because even 
though we’re private and 
they’re public, in many 
instances they set policies 
watch = will eat hien 
undermine or support the 
position of BYU.” 

where: 15) lots of 
harmony and cooperation 
this year,’ Madsen 
continued. ‘‘We’re not 
here so much as ovublic 
and private schools: as 
students. We may not 
understand the way things 
are at other schools 
completely, but we can 
sympathize with each 
other.” 

The UIA is more than a 
mock legislature: 
Resolutions and bills 
sponsored there by 
students gathered from 
throughout the state are 
influential later on -when 
the real state legislature 
convenes on Utah’s 
Capitol Hill. 

Many of the students, 
having gained a working 
knowledge of state 
legislation procedures, 
become active lobbyists in 
the regular state house and 
senate. 

The 40th Legislature of 
the State of Utah, by joint 
resolution in January 
1974, adopted the UIA 


Resolution, which makes 
the UIA an official branch 
of the state legislature, to 
“‘provide a means for 
student input to the Utah 
Legislature and to provide 
an academic experience in 
legislative processs.” 

The resolutions and bills 
passed and defeated by the 
student assembly are 
recorded in an annual 
report, and often are 
sponsored as legal motions’ 
D Yous bat ©. :SiOW Ons 
occasionally becoming 
law. State senators and 
representatives, therefore, 
keep a close eye on the 
students and monitor 
support for or opposition 
tO various bitis as 
indicators in deciding how 
they would vote should 
they be confronted with a 
similar. bill. They also 
choose among the popular 
resolutions in forming lists 
of items they will consider 
for sponsorship. 

Madsen noted BYU’s 
participation as the largest 
delegation to the assembly 
(17 representatives and 2 
senators), and although at 
press deadline many bills 
were still in committee 
action, listed what he said 
would be highlights of the 
sie ssion tome ties 
delegation: 

The BYU group is 
sponsoring a bill proposing 
a state ombudsman to deal 
with state agencies. “A 
part-time legislator can’t 
be as effective in helping 
constituents as a full-time 
representative,” Madsen 
said. “There are now over 
200 state agencies, and 
citizens can get lost trying 
to deal with them.”’ 
Madsen was ASBYU’s: 
ombudsman last year. 

BYU’s delegation is also 
supporting a bill which 
would repeal taxes on 
non-luxury items, and 
increase the allowance for 
inheritance before 
inheritance tax takes 
effect. 

The delegates from 
Provo are also backing a 
resolution which would 


change the calendar for 
the state legislature 
meetings. Under that 
proposal, the legislature 
would change from the 
present system of meeting 
for 60 days during regular 
sessions every two years, 
with 20-day budget 
sessions on alternate years. 
The new system would 
initiate an annual session 
of 60 days. This bill was 
passed in the house but 
defeated in the senate, and 
Friday the BYU delegation 
was fighting to have it 
reconsidered. 


A few members of the 
delegation, Madsen says, 
are co-sponsoring a 
resolution which would 
lower the age requirement 
for a state legislator from 
25 to 21. Madsen said he 
felt sure this will would 
pass. 

One. of the most 
controversial items which 
will come before the 
assembly, Madsen noted, is 
a bill which would 
encourage the state to 
continue to study equal 
rights in Utah. 

SoBYU supports. the 
study, but not the Equal 
Rights Amendment,” the 
UIA governor noted. “The 
UIA hasn’t passed the 
ERA the past two years 
when it has come up, and 
isn’t likely to this time, 
but some Ot tne 
delegations would rather 
vote in favor of it than the 


study.” 
Other issues, Madsen 
saic- inciude. the 


Landlord-Tenant Act, 
which would tighten 
housing regulations, and 
which is likely to pass; 
bills on tuition increases 
and student/teacher ratios; 
and a bill to place a 
student representative on 
the state board of regents, 
the body which makes 
decisions governing 
state-owned schools.

a party atmosphere 
prevailed on the floor and 
the crowd became the 
stars, with good-natured 
antics by people who 
looked like the fansata 
Beach Boys or Doobie 
Brothers concert.

-They may go into the Learning 
Resource Center anytime when 
the computers are up, or 
operating. They may progress at 
their own rate, going forward or 
backward to review course 
materials. They may choose 
their learning activities from a 
“menu” of possibilities which 
includes a message service, 
videotape viewing, and the 
option of communicating with 
other terminal users to discuss 
the subject matter, or whatever. 

TICCIT is also humanizing. 
The computer tells the students 
“hello” and “goodbye”. If a user 
doesn’t know how to respond to 
a particular lesson, he simply 
needs to press the “help” button 
for additional explanation. 

For diversion—which also 
applies the principles of the 
course being studies—the user 
can call up computer games such 
as hangman, a vocabulary 
exercise, or mugwumps, a math 
game that tests knowledge of x-y 
axis plotting. ‘It’s really fun,” 
says Nels Draper, a Math 100 
student, leaning back 

-momentarily from the keyboard. 

Is TICCIT a substitute for the 
classroom learning situation? 
Naturally, evaluation of the 
program is on-going, but current

data show those English 116 
students who meet once a week 
with their instructor and they 
spend the remainder of their 
time with the computer 
demonstrate no significant 
achievement difference from 
those spending all their time in 
the class. 

Furthermore, the data indicate 
the computer assisted 
instruction aids the lower 
segment of students. Teachers, 
however, continue to inspire the 
top students more. 

“One of the biggest lessons 
we’re trying to learn is mixing 
humans and computers,” 
Bunderson says. While individual 
instruction is having trouble 
fitting into traditional university 
teaching formats, it’s becoming 
apparent the computer can 
effectively hit trouble spots. 


For example, Dr. Frank Otto 


of the Teaching English as a

34-12 win make

Watching Gifford Nielsen loft 
his buzz bombs over the hapless

way to several WAC records and 
a 3,192-yard season, is gridiron 
delight. 

Trouncing the Utes 34-12 on 
their home field to become WAC 
co-champions is the perfect way 
to cap the best-ever season 
record (9-2) for BYU. 

But the most delightsome 
success in Rice Stadium in Salt 
Lake City Saturday was the 
hope — finally confirmed 
Sunday — of a bowl bid. BYU 
has accepted a bid in the 
Tangerine Bowl on Dec. 18 in 
Orlando, Fla., against Oklahoma 
State, tri-cchampion of the Big 
Eight Conference. 

For the Cougars, the smell of 
tangerines is sweet. The 
post-season contest is a rematch 
of the only other bowl BYU 
has played in, the 1974 Fiesta 
Bowl in which the Cats dropped 
a defensive head-butting contest 
16-6 after the OSU Cowboys 
dropped quarterback Gary 
Sheide with a shoulder 
separation. 

It also provides some slight 
revenge against Wyoming’s 
Cowboys, this years WAC 
co-champions, who kept BYU 
from the Fiesta Bowl by virtue 
of a 34-29 victory earlier this 
year in Provo. Wyoming dropped 
its final game aginst Air Force 
Saturday, 41-21, to end the 
season with a 6-1 league record, 
9-2 overall. 

Wyoming will try to rebound 
from the trouncing at the hands 
of the Cadets in time to battle 
Oklahoma, also of the Big Eight, 
in Tempe, Ariz., on Christmas. 

Saturday's game could be 
summed up easily in two words 
— Gifford Nielsen. The former 
Provo High School star, who 
originally considered his chances 
as a basketball player better than 


those as a pigskin pitcher, 
became the seventh player in 
NCAA history to pass for 3,000 
or more yards in a single season. 

His 415-yard effort against the 
Utes placed him fourth on the 
NCAA list for the most passing 
yards in a season, behind Bill 
Anderson of Tulsa (3,464 in 
1965), Greg Cook of Cincinnati 
(3,272 yards in 1968), and Don 


Struck, Virginia Tech (3,242 in 
1972): 

Nielsen was 24-35-3 in the 
passing department, including 
two touchdown strikes. He also 
scored the first Cougar TD on 
the ground, the first time he has 
scored on the run this year.
